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It is noteworthy that the Industrial Injuries Handbook (see note 49 supra) is produced by 
I.S.S. Medical Officers. It docs not have the same independent status as guidance issued by the 
.0. In addition, a former Ombudsman has said of medical boards and Pneumoconiosis Panels
